Sailors Are Blown to Pieces in a Twinkling^Wounded 


Are Picked up in Water and Hurried to Hospitals— 


Distressing: Scenes, at Wharves and on Streets 


SAN DIEGO, July ll.^One of the most 
frightful 


disasters in the peace history of the American navy, ex- 
cepting the sinking of the. Maine in Havana Harbor, oc- 
curred in Son- Diego Bay shortly after 10:30 a. m. to'day 
on.'b&ardthe U. S. gunboat Bennington. 


At a moment when.the warship, lying at anchor and 


with her officers and crew quietly attending to their 
duties on board, was the object of interest to hundreds of 
people observing her from piers, pleasure boats and pass- 
ing -ferry boats, a cloud of steam suddenly burst from a 


, point just forward of the smoke staclt, out of whicht the 


spectators ware horrified to see bodies and human frag- 
ments hurled high in the air and scattered over the su-r- 
roun ding"- w at er. 
MEN BLOWN TO PIECES 


The outburst was accompanied by a roar as of thun- 


' 
cler and a shock which rocked .vessels nearby. 


In an instant the air was filled with shrieks and bel- 


lows of pain from the wounded, .which could be heard 
ashore, and with flying fragments of human beings and 
parts of the ship's superstructure. 


The next' moment bleeding sailors were fighting, 


crippled, in, the water against death in only a less sudden 
form than that from which they had escaped, while row- 
boats, sail boats, launches and tugs were being driven to 
the rescue as fast as arms, wind and steam could carry 
them. 


A ferry boat which was passing nearby turned and 


hastened to render assistance, her own deck covered with j 
frightened men and women, who saw the havoc wrought' 
in a twinkling. 
A HORRIBLE SIGHT

A most.horrible sight met those who approached. 
In 


•• the-water men with blackened faces were struggling, han- 


dicapped by injuries, others on deck were covered with 
"blood and fcrime, some dead, some wounded;frightfully, 
others working to rescue comrades who were yet below, 
cither dead or dying.

The smaller boats turned their attention, to those in 


the water, taking them to the wharves as fast as a few had 
-been taken aboard the small craft. 


At the wharves preparation were speedily made for 


, taking care of the injured in what by this time was seen 


to be a disaster of awful proportions. 
WOUNDED ON STREETS

Some of those whose bodies tvere bare, not injured in 


vital parts, but suffering the agonies of torn flesh, sat up 
with their bodies exposed to th& wind; one whose arm 
was twisted and whose face and breast were covered with 
blood, looked at his own hanging flesh and propping 
blood and muttered, "Oh, my God! My God!"

Scores of men all'wounded and all with blackened 


bodies, were hurried through the streets to places where 
the blood could be staunched, gaping wounds stitched or 
more heroic treatment given.

WORK OF RESCUE

All the time the work of rescue was going on, the ship 


vas settling to starboard and clouds of white steam pour- 
ed- from her interior. 


ISTews of the disaster spread like wild fire over the 


city and soon the harbor was lined with people.

Commander Young, who was ashore getting final or- 


ders preparatory to sailing, was soon seen on deck. He 
at once ordered the air-tighv compartments closed and- 
signalled a tug to tow the ship into shallow water. 


Tien he took charge of the sickening work at hand. 


SCREAMS OF AGONY 


The explosion occurred in the main star-board boiler 


forward of the smoke stack. 


It is known now that fifty lives were snuffed out al- 


most instantly and that in all probability this number will 
te increased by at least ten when the interior of the snip

on hoard at the time was injured, many of them so badly 
that death is inevitable, many so painfully that screams 
of agony are forced from their lips and others so severely 
that thev will be confined to sick roms for days or weeks.

GREAT EXPLOSION 


SAN DIEGO, July 21.—The boiler explosion on the 


gunboat Bennington in San Diego Harbor this morning 
caused a terrible loss of life. 
It is estimated that at least sixty men were killed. 
Lieutenant Newman K. Perry was terribly wound- 


ed and cannot live.

Some of the men were blown a hundred feet into tne 


air and it is feared that some of those who have not yet 
been accounted for were drowned.

The accident occulted at 10:15 o'clock this morning 


as the Bennington was ready to sail for the North. 


She had received orders yesterday to proceed to Port 


Harford today and tow the Monitor Wyoming to Mare 
Island. Ten o'clock was fixed as the sailing tune and 
steam was up and everything was in readiness to pull up 
anchor and leave the harbor. 


A few minutes- delay was caused by the presence on 


shore of Commander Lucien Young and Surgeon A. E.

The "Wyoming, 
after her mishap, 


proceeded northward to her destina- 
tion, using her port propeller, at the 
rate of two knots an hour. She steam-., 
ed along at' this slow rate as far as 
the Piedra Blanca lighthouse, off San 
Simeon.

APPETITES OF BIROS. 


Despite the fact that "the appetite 


of a bird'1 has become 
a 
common 
phrase for light eating, investigations 
show that birds are tremendous feed- 
ers. 
The diet of the average kestrtl 
(a small European hawk) is calculated 
at 1,000 mice a .month, to say nothing 
of Insects and -worms. The barn owl 
is as voracious as the kestrel. An in- 
vestigator, after caging one of -these 
birds, gave it seven mice one after..an- 
other. The .first six immediately dis- 
appeared, each with a gibble and a 
gulp and the owl did Its very best to 
treat the seventh 4n a like 
manner. 
Limitations of abdominal capacity, 
however, prevented, and though the 
gobble came off the gulp '-did not, so 
that for twenty minutes or so the tall 
of the seventh mouse dangled from the 
corner of the bird's beak. But In due 
course it swallowed the body, and 
three hours later the pa:ng6__of 
reasserted themselv«« 
four more mice* 
' 
Experiments with a caged robin led 
to some surprising results.- At the 
end of three weeks It was found that 
in order to keep.-up Its weight the bird 
required about fourteen feet of eartn- 
worms a day, or an equivalent in other 
solid food. A robin In good condition 
weights as 
nearly 
as 
possible one 
ounce. Fourteen feet of earth worms 
weigh two ounces and- a half. It> oth- 
er words the bird devours, in .health, 
about two and a half times its own 
weight of solid food in the course of 
every twenty-four hours. A man of 
168 pounds, if he were to equal -this 
performance In proportipn to hie. size, 
would require a daily allowance Of for- 
ty large legs of mutton.

weight for a heron. Tet one of thos»

In many cases the men 
were put to work immediately. At one 
store a number of men who obeyed th« 
order to strike stood in line today and 
signed applications forfeiting- their right 
to' wear buttons of their .union exposed.

be gotten at

his little girl, when Scherf who had been 
seated on the pound wagon whhe the 
trouble was in progress in the street, drew 
his rev olver took deliberate aim 
and 
shot Schultze dead in his tracks 
My brother fell and expired in the 
arms of his little one' continued the wit- 
ness 
After the shooting* the poundmen 
all ran to the wagon and drove hurriedly 
away 
Before the inquest was held an at- 
tempt was made to substitute another 
weapon for the one used by Scherf to do 
the kill'ng but the attempt was discov- 
ered in time bs the police and the sub- 
stitution was prevented 
Just before the noon adjournment the 
witness was taken in hand for cross- 
examination but he stood bs his original 
story and every attempt to confuse him 
on the part of attorr-oys for the defense,

The people of Alameda remind one of Artemus Ward. That 


genial humorist, in a cheerfully patriotic mood, said he would gladly 
sacrifice all his wife's relations to save the Union. Our Alameda 
friends \\ould willingly give every street in Oakland to the Traction 
Company in the vain hope of bettering their own transit facilities. They 
grow excited at the suggestion of consolidating the municipalities on 
this side of the bay, but are not at all backward in coming over here 
and telling us how we should manage our own affairs and what the 
Council should do m the matter of granting franchises. They do this 
after doing all they officially could to prevent the garbage ordinance of 
this city being made effective. While we sympathize with their efforts 
to secure the better facilities long promised them by the Traction 


i Company, we beg to remind them that the people of Oakland have 
their own interests to protect, and they do not tafoe it as kindly or 
neighborly for the people of the (adjacent towns to assist a corporation 
in^sandbagging them on a transparently false pretense. It is extra- 
ordinary indeed if the City Council of Oakland will hand out anything 
the Traction Company demands, in defiance of the public interest and 
-against the protests of resident property owners, to satisfy the clamor 
of outsiders, who are being used as cats' paws in an attempt to grab a 
street, sidewalks and all, for a corporation which seems satisfied with 
nothing less than the ownership of every thoroughfare in the city. We 
love our neighbors, but we would love them still better if they would 
Jet us mind our own business. This is'not a time torbuttintf m, " 


The Jewish residents of New York, Chicago and Philadelphia are 


preparing to celebrate the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary, of the 
landing of the first Jews in America. It is proposed that this celebra- 
tion shall mark the advance of 'the JLews in art] literature and science 
since their forefathers first touched 'these shores. The first Jewsf to 
come to this country were a party of twenty driven from Brazil [by 
religious persecution. 
They landed in New Amsterdam, now New 


York, in September 1654. Since that time New York has become the 
second city in the world and also the largest Jewish center. 
The 


wealthiest Jews in the world, save the members ' of the Rothchilds 
family, dwell there, and in no other country under the sun are Jews 
so generally prosperous and so absolutely free Irom social and religious 
restrictions. At the time the little party arrived from Brazil not a 
nation in the world permitted Jews the full rights of cituenship'. In 
this country they first found freedom and equality. France was the 
first country in Europe to admit them to full citizenship, though they 
had long enjoyed practical liberty in Holland. Gradually restriction 
after restriction has been raised till the Jews in France, England, Ger- 
many, Italy, Holland and Belgium are completely free; although in 
some countries they are discriminated against socially and politically, 
and are the victims of religious bigotry. In Russia and'tht Danubian 
principalities their condition is one of hopeless misery, but even there 
the light is breaking. It will be seen therefore that the Jewish race 
has much to congratulate itself on. A Jew has served as prime min- 
ister of England ; Jews have filled the most important public positions 
in France ; Jews nave sat in the Senate of the United Spates. -In the 
world of finance the Jews are preeminent. In music, literature and 
dramatic art Hebrews are in the front rank of civilized nations. 
The 


celebration next September will therefore commemorate a progress 
without a parallel in history. It will find the Jews richer, healthier 
and happier and more numerous than at any time since the final dis- 
persion m Judea, but oddly enough it finds Jewish orthodoxy weaker 
than it has ever been since the beginning of the Christian era. Whether 
this is a matter for regret depends on the point of view. The wealthier 
Jews are becoming liberalized, theologically speaking, and the Amer- 
ican lews engaged in industrial pursuits are strongly tinctured with 
socialism, and no longer feel their ancient reve'rence for thv Talmud 
and the /law of the tnbe#. They are not apostates in the sense that 
they affiliate with other religious organizations, but they are failing in 
attendance at the synagogues and in observance of the dietary laws 
imposed by their sacred books 
And curiously enough, many of their 


physical characteristics ar« changing under the conditions of life in 
the United States, where the Jew is one of the people as he is nowhere 
else on earth and in a sense that Jews did not themselves dream of -a 
century ago.

Thousands of Workmen 


for the Panama 


Canal. 


•WASHINGTON, 
July 21.-^The first 


attempt to secure laborers .in large 
numbers for work in connection with 
the construction of the Panama Canal i 
will he-made tomorrow :when bids will1 


be asked:by."W. Leon Pepperman, act- 
ing chief officer of tSe Panama Canal: 
commission for 50,000 Chinese, Italian 
and Japanese laborers. 
' * 


Those who. will compete for furnish- 


ing the laborers: will be required to 
submit bids first as to the amount per 
day for which the laborers of a certain 
nationality will work, and also bids 
stating the amount the government 
will be required to pay to get'the la- 
borers on the Isthmus of PanamS, 


In this latter item .will probably be 


included In the Chinese, an amount of 
the money advanced to the family of 
Ch'inamen for maintenance until the 
•wage earner can remit for this purpose 
from his earnings; 
the amount of 


transportation and necessary inciden- 
tal funds to defray the expenses of 
the Journey. ' 


It is not the purpose of the commis- 


sion to make a contract with any bid- 
der for labor which will preclude the 
government acting direct and making 
individual appointment of each of the 
laborers furnished. This precaution is 
taken to avoid any semblance or pos- 
sibility of involuntary servitude. 


Under the plan proposed-- the con- 


tractor will land his laborers on tie 
isthmus. These laborers . will then 
personally 
apply 
for 
appointment, 


stating the amount for which they will 
work on this application. 
Appoint- 


ments -will be made the same as in th» 
case of every other employe, of the 
Canal Commission. 


Information in the possession of the 


commission in an informal manner In- 
dicates tiat the price asked for by the 
laborers will vary from 75 cents to 
$1.50 a day. The contractors who are 
'successful In their bids will figure 
their profits in their tstimates for get* 
ting laborers to the Isthmus, added, to 
which may be individual contracts for 
boarding the laborers after their arriv- 
al there. They will not be permitted to 
in any way be intermediaries between 
labor and the Government. 


The bids will be opened August 15, 


and bidders will be given detailed in- 
formation by the commission regarding 
the form in which they are to he made.

CARRYING CULTURE TO 


THE flASSES 


University Extension Work to be 


Enlarged in Scope—President 
Wheeler's Report on Subject. 


r^ July 21^-^-Prepttrationg 


on a large scale are being made at the 
University of California for the broad- 
.ening of the extension work in histo- 
ry and agriculture during tie coming 
year. Hitherto the entire series of ex- 
tension lectures in history raas rested 
on the shoulders of Professor Henry 
Morse Stephens and 
his assistant, 


Oarrick Borden but the autholUes ncrw 
realize that the work has outgrown 
the small force in the field. Beginning 
with the coming semester Professor 


^Stephens has planned a division of tie 


work. Borden is to have charge of the 
southern centers, while Stephens him- 
self, assisted by Carleton Parker, will 
jonduct the lectures In the northen 
part of the State. The great difficulty 
that the University lias had to face 
pas not so much the formation of new 
centers but rather in finding extension 
lecturers able to hold the attention 
of a large mixed audience, in deliver- 
ing lectures and holding classes along 
strictly University 
lines. 
Professor 
Stephens has solved this difficulty by 
preparing 
University 
graduates, by 
special courses in history for the work 
of extension lecturing. 
In the last biennial report President 


WTieder had the following to say re- 
garding the University extension lec- 


"The largest audiences are in the 
city of San-Francisco, where from fif- 
teen hundred to sixteen hundred per- 


sons attend, and the thanke of the de- 
partment of University extension are 
due to the president of the Mechanics' 
Institute, R, J. Taussig,' the committee 
on lectures, and the officials of the in- 
stitute for this success. 
It is hoped 
that tha University extension work IB 
the city of San Francisco may be ex- 
tended south of Market street with the 
aid of the Mechanics' Institute. Other 
centers deserving of special notice are 
Sacramento, 
the 
first 
center to be 


formed, where the Searty co-operation 
of Albert Bonnheim vias been largely 
responsible for its success; Marys- 
ville, where the center seems to have 
won the support of all classes of the 
community; Chico, wher the attend- 
ance of the students of the State Nor- 
mal School, under the encouragement 
of President C. C. "Van Liew, nas been 
a notable feature' and Santa Barbara, 
where the attendance is larger than in 
any other city outside of San Francis- 
co. The work in Southern Californ'a 
has suffered somewhat from the fact 
that the director of University exten- 
sion has been able to spend so short a 
time during his fortnightly visits in 
that section of tie State, but it is pro- 
posed that 
Garrick Mallory Borden, 
secretary'of University extension and 
staff lecturer,. shall reside in Los An- 
geles during the lecture 
season of 


1905-06, in order to establish extension 
centers in the cities of Southern Cali- 
fornia which have asked for University 
extension courses but have not been 
supplied with them owing to the lack' 
of lecturers."
